into the land of Shinar to the houſe of his 
pod; and he brought the veſſels into the 
ure-houſe of . 

3 And the king ſpake unto Aſh 
the maſter of his eunuchs, that he ſhould 
bring certain of the children of Iſrael, and 
of the king's ſeed, and of the princes ; 

4 Children in whom was no blemiſh, but 
well-favoured, and skilful in all wiſdom, 
and cunning in knowledge, and under- 
ſtanding ſcience, and ſuch as bad ability 
in them to ſtand in the king's palace, aud 
whom they might teach the learning and 
the tongue of the Chaldeans. A 

And the king appointed them a daily 
proviſion of the g's meat, and of the 
wine which hedrank : ſo nouriſhing them 
three years, that at the end thereof they 
might ſtand before the king. .

10 But into whatſoever city ye enter, 
and they receive you not, go your ways 
out into the ſtreets of the ſame, and ſay,

cleaveth on us, we do wipe off againit you : 
notwithſtanding, be ye ſure of this, that the 
kingdom of God is come nigh unto you. 

12 Bat I ſay unto you that it | be

20 Notwithſtanding in this rejoice not 
that the ſpirits are ſubject unto you ; but 
rather rezoyce becauſe your names are 
written in heaven. 

21 © In that hour Jeſus rejoyced in ſpirit, 
and ſaid, I thank thee, O Father, Lord of 
heaven and earth, that thou haſt hid theſe 
things from the wiſe and prudent, and haſt 
revealed them unto babes: even fo, Fa- 
ther ; for {© it ſeemed good in thy fight. 

22 All things are delivered to me of 
my Father : and no man knoweth who the 
Son is, but the Father; and who the Fa- 
ther is, but the Son, and be to whom the 
Son will reveal Him. 

23 J And he turned him unto his diſci- 
ples, and faid privately, Bleſſed are the 
eyes which ſee the things that ye ſee.

25 And when he cometh, he findeth it 
ſwept and garniſhed. 

Then goeth he, and taketh to him 
ſeven other ſpirits more wicked than him- 
ſelf; and they enter in, and dwell there :

Jeſus anſwered and ſnid 
unto him, Before that Philip called thee, 
when thou waſt under the kig-tree, I ſaw 
ee. .

8 And he ſaith unto them, Draw out 
now, and bear unto the governor of the 
feaſt. and they bare i. 

9 When the ruler of the feaſt had taſted 
the water that was made wine, and knew 
not whence it was; but the ſervants which 
drew the water knew ; the governor of the 
feaſt called the bridegroom, 

10 And ſaith unto him, Every man at 
the beginning doth ſet forth good wine; 
and when men have well , —_—

which is worſe : but thou haſt kept the 
good wine until now. 

11 This beginning of miracles did Je- 
ſus in Can of Galilee, and manifeſted 
forth his glory : and his diſciples believed 

im 


on him. 

12 J After this he went down to Caper- 
naum, he, and his mother, and his bre- 
thren, and his diſciples : and they conti- 
nued there not many days. 

13 TAnd the Jews paſs-over was at hand, 
and jeſus went up to Jeruſalem, 

14 And found in the temple thoſe that 
ſold oxen and ſheep and doves, and the 
changers of money fitting : 

15; And when he had made a ſcourge of 
ſmail cords, he drove them all out of the 
temple, and the ſheep, and the oxen ; and 

ured out the changers money, and over- 
threw the tables; 

16 And ſaid unto them that ſold doves, 
Take theſe things hence: make not my 
father's houſe an houſe of merchandiſe. 

17 And his diſciples remembered that 
it was written, The zeal of thine houſe 
hath eaten me up. 

18 Then anſwered the Jews, and ſaid 
unto him, What ſign ſheweſt thou unte 
us, ſeeing that thou doeſt theſe things? 

19 Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto them 
Defiroy this temple, and in three days i 
will raiſe it up. 

20 Then faid the Jews, Forty and fix 
years was this temple in building, and 
wilt thou rear it up in three days ? 

21 But he ſpake of the temple of his body. 

22 When therefore he was riſen from 
the dead, His diſciples remembered that 
he had faid this unto them : and the 
believed the ſcripture, and the word whi 
Jeſus had ſaid. 

23 Now when he was in Jeruſalem at 
the paſs-over in the feaſt-4ay, many be- 
lieved in His name, when they ſaw the 
miracles which he did. 

24 But Jeſus did not commit himſelf 
unto them, becauſe he knew all wen, 

25 And needed not that any ſhould teſtify 
of man; for he knew what was in man. 

HAP. III. 

1 Chrift teacheth Nicotemus the nec:fity of 
regeneration. 22 The baptiſm, witnej:s, 
and do:trine of Jobn concerning Chri/t, 

"T0 was à man of the Phariſees nam- 

ed Nicodemus, a ruler of the Jews: 

2 The ſame came to Jeſus by night, and 
ſaid unto him, Rabbi, we know that thou 
art a teacher come from God : for no man 
can do theſe miracles that thou doeſt, ex- 
cept God be with him. 

3 Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto him, 
Verily verily I ſay unto thee, Except a 
man be born again, he cannot ſee the 
kingdom of God. 


4 Nicodemus ſaith unto him, How can 


a man be born when he is old? can he 
enter the ſecond time into his mother's 
womb, and be born ? 

5 Jeſus anſwered, Verily verily I ſay 
unto thee, Except a man be born of water 


and o the Spirit, he cannot enter into the 
kingdom of God, 


6 That which is born of the fleſh is 


Chap. iii. 


God's great love to mankind. 
fleſh ; and that which is born of the Spirit 
is ſpirit 


7 Marvel not that I ſaid unto thee, Ye 
muſt be born again. 

8 The wind bloweth where it liſteth 
and thou heareſt the ſound thereof, but 
canſt not tell whence it cometh, and 
whither it goeth : ſo is every one that is 
born of the Spirit. 

9 Nicodemus anſwered and ſaid unto 
him, How can theſe things be ? 

10 Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto him, 
Art thou a maſter of Iſrael, and knoweit 
not theſe things ? 

11 Verily verily I ſay unto thee, We 
ſpeak that we do know, and teftify that we 
have ſeen; and ye receive not our witneſs, 

12 If I have told you earthly things, 
and ye believe not, how ſhall ye believe 
if I tell you of heavenly things? 

13 And no man hath aſcended up to hea- 
ven but he that came down from heaven, 
even the Son of man, which is in heaven. 

14 And as Moſes lifted up the ſerpent 
in the wilderneſs, even ſo muſt the Son of 
man be lifted up: 

15 That whoſoever belleveth in him 
ſhould not periſh, but have eternal life. 

16 For God ſo loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that whoſo- 
ever believeth in him ſhould not periſh, 
but have everlaſting life. 

17 For God ſent not his Son into the 
world to condemn the world, but that the 
world through him might be ſaved, 

18 He that believeth on him is not con- 
demned : but he that believeth not is con- 
demned already, becauſe he hath not be- 
lieved in the name of the only-begotten 
Son of God. 

19 And this is the condemnation, that 
light is come into the world, and men lov- 

darkneſs rather than light, becauſe their 
deeds were evil. 

20 For every one that doeth evil hateth 
the light, neither cometh to the light, leſt 
his deeds thould be reproved. | 

21 But he that doeth truth cometh to 
the light, that his deeds may be made ma- 
nifeſt, that _ are wrought in G04. 

22 4 Aiter theſe things came Jeſus and 
his diſciples into the land of Judea ; and 
there he tarried with them, and baptized. 

23 And John alſo was baptizing in Enon, 
near to Salim; becaufe there was much 
water there : and they came, and were 
baptized. 

24 For John was not yet caſt into priſon, 

25 Then there aroſe a queſtion between 
me of John's diſciples and the Jews about 
9 

26 And they came unto John, and ſaid 
unto him, Rabbi, he that was with thee 
beyond Jordan, to whom thou bareſt wit- 
neis, behold, the ſame baptizeth, and all 
men come to him. 

27 John anſwered and ſaid, A man can 
receive nothing, except it be given him 
from heaven. 

28 Ye your ſelves bear me witneſs that 
I faid, I am not the Chriſt, but that 1 am 
ſent before him. 

29 He that hath the bride is the bride-

groom : but the friend of the m, 
which ſtandeth and heareth him, rejoiceth

30 He maſt increaſe, but I mu/t decreaſe. 
1 He that cometh from above is above 
: he that is of the earth is earthly, and 

eth of the earth: he that cometh 
m heaven is above all. 

32 And what he hath ſeen and heard, 
that he teftifieth ; and no man receiveth 
his 1 1 1 

33 He that hath received his teſtimony 
hath ſet to his ſeal that God is true. 

For he whom God hath ſent ſpeak- 
eth the words of God: for God giveth not 
the Spirit by meaſure ws him. 

35 The Father loveth the Son, and hath 
given all things into his hand. 

36 He that beli-veth on the Son hath 
everlaſting life: and he that believeth not 
the Son ſhall not ſee life ; but the wrath 

CHAP. IV. 

1 Chriſt talketh ⁊uith a <voman of Samaria. 
27 His diſciples marvel. 31 Chriſt's zeal 
for God's glory. 43 He departeth into 
Galilee, and healeth the rulers for. 

Hen therefore the Lord knew how the 

Phariſees had heard that Jeſus made 
and —_—_ more diſciples than John, 

2 (Though Jeſus himſelf baptized not, 
but His diſciples) 

3 He left Judea, and departed again 
into Galilee. 

4Andhe muſt 1 through Samaria. 

Then cometh he to a city of Samaria 
which is called Sichar, near to the parcel 
of Pow ndthat Jacob gave to his ſon Joſeph. 

Now Jacob's well was there. Jetus 
therefore being wearied with His journey 
ſat thus on the well. and it was about the 
faxth hour. 

7 There cometh a woman of Samaria to 
draw water. Jeſus ſaith unto her, Give 
me to drink. 

8 For his diſciples were gone away un- 
to the city to buy meat, 

9 Then faith the woman of Samaria un- 
to him, How is it that thou being a Jew 
askeſt drink of me which am a woman of 
Samaria ? For the Jews have no dealings 
with the Samaritans. 

10 Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto her, 1f 
thou kneweſt the gift of God, and who it 
is that ſaith to thee, Give me to drink ; 
thou wouldeſt have asked of him, and he 
would have given thee living water. 

11 The woman {ith unto him, Sir, thou 
haſt nothing to draw with, and the well 
is deep: from whence then haſt thou that 
living water? 

12 Artthougreaterthan our father Jacob 
which gave us the well, and drank t ereof 
himſelf, and his children, and his cattle ? 

13 — anſwered and ſaid unto her, 
Whoſoever drinketh of this water ſhall 
thirſt again: 

14 But whoſoever drinketh of the water 
that I (hall give him ſhall! never thirit ; 
but the water that I ſhall give him ſhall be 
in him a well of water ſpringing up into 
everlaſting life, 

15 The woman ſaith unto him, Sir, give

a woman of Samaria. 

me this water, that I thirſt nei 

come hither to draw, "+ 7299 
and come hither. 

17 The woman anſwered and faid, I have 
no husband. Jeſus ſaid unto her, Thou 
haſt well ſaid, I have no husband: 

18 For thou haſt had five husbands, and 
he whom thou now haſt is not thy huſ- 
band : in that ſaideſt thou oy 

19 The woman faith unto him, Sir, 1 
perceive that thou art a prophet. 

20 Our fathers worſhipped in this moun- 
tain; and ye ſay that in Jeruſalem is the 
place where men ought to worſhip. 

21 Jeſus faith unto her, Woman, be- 
lieve me, the hour cometh when ye ſhall 
neither in this mountain nor yet at Jeru- 
ſalem worſhip the Father. - 

22 Ye worthip ye know not what: we 
know what we worſhip: for ſalvation is 
of the Jews, 

23 But the hour cometh, and now is, 
when the true arms > yg ſhall worſhip 
the Father in ſpirit and in truth : for the 
Father ſeeketh ſuch to worſhip him. 

24 God is a _— : and ey that worſhip 
him muſt worſhip him in ſpirit and in truth. 

25 The woman faith unto him, I know 
that Me ſſias cometh which is called Chriſt: 
when he is come, he will tell us all things. 

26 Jeſus ſaith unto her, I that ſpeak 
unto thee am He. 

27 J And upon this came his diſciples, 
and marvelled that he talked with the wo- 
man: yet no man ſaid, What ſeekeſt thou? 
or, Why talkeſt thou with her ? 

28 The woman then left her water-pot, 
and went her way into the city, and faith 
to the men, 

29 Come, ſee a man which told me all 
_ 5 that ever 1 did: is not this the 

30 Then they went out of the city, and 
came unto him. 

31 JF In the mean while his diſciples 
prayed, him, ſaying, Matter, eat. 

32 But he ſaid unto them, I have meat 
to eat that ye know not of. 

33 Therefore ſaid the diſciples one to 
another, Hath any man brought him 
ought to eat? 

34 Jeſus ſaith unto them, My meat 13 
to do the will of him that ſent me, and 
to fniſh his work. 

35 Say not ye, Thereare yet four months, 
and H cometh harveſt! behold, I fay uito 

ou, Lift up your eyes, and look on the 
elds ; for they are white already to harveſt. 

36 And he that reapeth receiveth wages, 
and gathereth fruit unto life eternal: that 
both he that ſoweth and he that reapeth 
may rejoice together, 

37 And herein is that ſaying true, One 
ſoweth, and another reapeth. 

8 1 ſent you to reap that whereon ye 
beſtowed no labour: other men laboured, 
and ye are entered into their labours. 

39 And many of the Samaritans of that 
city believed on him, for the ſaying of 
the woman, which teſtified, He told me 
all that ever I did. 

40 So when the Samaritans were come 
unto him, they beſought him that de 

*

would tarry with them. and he abode 
there two days. 

41 And many more believed becauſe of 
his own word ; 

42 And faid unto the woman, Now we 
believe; not becauſe of thy ſaying : for we 
have heard him our ſelves, and know that 
this is indeed the Chriſt, the Saviour of 
* 2 ſter two days he departed 

a o a 

* and went into Calle. 

44 For Jeſus himſelf teſtined that a pro- 

et hath no honour in his own country. 

45 Then when he was come into Galilee 
the Galileans received him, having ſeen all 
the things that he did at Jeruſalem at the 
feaſt: for they alſo went unto the feaſt, 

46 80 Jeſus came again into Cana of 
Galilee, where he made the water wine. 
and there was a certain nobleman, whoſe 
fon was fick at Capernaum. 

47 When he heard that Jeſus was come 
out of Judea into Galilee, he went unto 
him, and beſought him that he would 
come down, and heal his ſon : for he was 
at the point of death. . 

48 Then ſaid Jeſus unto him, Except ye 
ſee ſigns and wonders, ye will not believe. 

49 The nobleman ſaith unto him, Sir, 
come down ere my child die. 

50 Jeſus ſaith unto him, Go thy way; 
thy ſon liveth. and the man believed the 
word that Jeſus had ſpoken unto him, and 
he went his way. 

51 And as he was now going down, his 
ſervants met him, and told im, iaying, 
Thy ſon liveth. 

2 Then enquired he of them the hour 
when he * to amend. and they ſaid 
unto him, Yeſterday at the ſeventh hour 
the fever left him. 

53 So the father knew that i? T7va* at the 
ſame hour in the which Jetus ſaid unto 
him, Thy ſon liveth. and himſelf believ- 
ed, and his whole houſe. 

$4 This is again the ſecond miracle that 

eſus did when he was come out of Judea 
into Galilee. 


CHAP.V. 

1 Jeſus on the ſabbath-day.cureth him that 
Twas diſeaſud eight and thirty years. 10 
The Jui cavil, and perſecute him for it. 

Fter this there was a feaft of the Jews; 
and Jeſus went up to Jeruſalem. 

2 Now there isat Jeruſalem by the ſheep- 
market a pool, which is called in the He- 
brew ton gue Betheſda, having five porches. 

3 In theſe lay a great multitude of im- 

ent folk, of blind, halt, withered, wait- 

g for the moving of the water. 

4 For an angel went down at a certain 
ſeaſon into the pool, and troubled the wa- 
ter : whoſoever then firſt after the trou- 
bling of the water ſtepped in, was made 
"whole of whatſoever diſeaſe he had. 

And a certain man was there which had 
had an infirmity thirty and eight years. 

6 When Jeſus ſaw him lie, and knew that 

had been now a long time in that caſe, he 

ſaith unto him, Wilt thou be made whole ? 

7 The impotent man anſwered him, Sir, 
I haveno man, when the water is troubled, 
to put me into the pool: but while I am 


another Reppeth down before me. 
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Chriſt ſheweth ⁊ubho be it. 

8 Jeſus faith unto h Riſe, take 
thy bed, and walk. im, c 4s 

9 And ! the man was made 
whole, and took up his bed, and walked, 
and on the ſame day was the ſabbath, 

10 J The Jews therefore ſaid unto him 
that was cured, It is the — 1 it 
is not lawful for thee to carry thy bed. 

11 He anſwered them, He that made me 
whole, the ſame ſaid unto me, Take up 
thy bed, and walk. 

12 Then asked they him, What man is 
that which ſaid unto thee, Take up thy 
bed, and walk ? 

13 And he that was healed wiſt not who 
it was. for Jeſus had conveyed himſelf 
away, a multitude being in fat place. 

14 Afterward Jeſus hndeth him in the 
temple, and faid unto him, Behold, thou 
art made whole: ſin no more, leſt a worie 
thing come unto thee. 

15 The man departed, and told the Jews 
that it was Jeſus which had made him 
whole. 

16 And therefore did the Jews perſecute 
eſus, and ſought to ſlay him, becauſe he 
ad done theſe things on the ſabbath-day, 

17 But Jeſus aniwered them, My Fa- 
ther worketh hitherto, and 1 work. 

18 Therefore the Jews ſought the more 
to kill him, becauſe he not only had brok- 
en the ſabbath, but ſaid alſo that God was 
— Father, making himſelf equal with 


19 Then anſwered Jeſus, and ſaid unto 
them, Verily verily 1 fay unto you, The 
Son can do nothing of himſelf, but what 
he ſeeth the Father do: for what things 
ſoever he doeth, theſe alſo doeth the Son 
likewiſe. 

20 For the Father loveth the Son, and 
ſheweth him all things that himſelf doeth : 
and he will ſhew him greater works than 
theſe, that ye may marvel. 

21 Foras the Father raiſeth up the dead, 
and quickeneth them; even the San 
quickeneth whom he will. 

22 For the Father judgeth no man; but 
_—_ committed all judgement unto the 

on: 

23 That all ne N ſhould honour the Son, 
even as they honour the Father. he that 
honoureth not the Son honoureth not the 
Father which hath ſent him.

Now ye not, brethren, (for I ſpeak to 
K them that know the law) how that 
the law hath dominion over a man as long 
as he liveth ? 

z For the woman which hath an husband 
is bound by the law to ber husband ſo lon 
as he liveth ; but if the husband be dea 
ſhe is looſed from the law of ber husband. 

3 So then if while ber husband liveth 
ſhe be married to another man, ſhe ſhall be 
called an adultereſs: but if her husband be 
dead, ſhe is free from that law; ſo that the 
is no adultereſs, though ſhe be married to 
another man. 

4 Wherefore, my brethren, ye alſo are be- 
come dead to the law by the body of Chriſt; 
that ye ſhould be married to another, ever: 
to him who is raiſed from the dead, that 
we ſhould bring forth fruit unto God. 

5 For when we were in the fleſh, the 
motions of fans which were by the law did 
work in our members to bring forth fruit 
unto death: 

6 But now we are delivered from the law, 
that being dead wherein we were held; 
that we ſhould ſerve in newneſs of ſpirit, 
and not ij” the oldneis of the letter. 

7 What ſhall we ſay then ? I the law fin ? 
God forbid. Nay, I had not known fin but 
by the law: for I had not known luſt, ex- 

the law had ſaid, Thou ſhalt not covet. 

But fin occaſion by the com- 
mandment wrought in me all manner of 
concupiſcence. without the law fin 
was dead. 

9 For I was alive without the law once: 
bur when the commandment came, fin re- 
vive1, and I died. 

10 And the commandment, which vas 
orilained to life, I found to be unto death. 

11 For fin taking occaſion by the com- 
mandment deceived me, and by it ſlew me. 

12 Wherefore the law is holy ; and the 
commandment, holy and juſt and good. 

13 Was then that which is good made 
death unto me ? God forbid. but fin, that 
it might appear Gn, working death in me 
by that which is good; that oy the com- 
mandment might become exceeding finful. 

u For we know that the law is ſpiritu- 
al: but I am carnal, ſold under fin. 

15 For that which I do, I allow not : for 
what I would, that do I not; but what 1 


hate, that do I. 
would not, 


16 If then I do that which I 
I coupon _ he ow that it is 2 , 

17 Now then, it is no more do 
but fin that dwelleth in me. * 

18 For I know that in me, that is, in m 
fleſh, dwelleth no good thing for to w 
is preſent with me; but bow to perform 
that which is good, I find not. 

19 For the good that I would I do not; 
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rt of the b and ſpirit. 
but the evil which I would not, that 1 do. 

20 Now if I do that 1 woald not, it is no 
more I that do it, hut fin that dwelleth in me. 

21 I findthen a law, that when I would 
do good, evil is preſent with me. 

22 For 1 delight in the law of God after 

e inward man : 

23 But I ſee another law in my members 
warring agiinſt the law of my mind, and 
bringing ne into captivity to the law of 
fin which is in my members. 

24 O wretched man that 1am ! who ſhall 
deliver me from the — of this death ? 

25 I thank God through Jeſus Chriſt our 
Lord, fo then, with the mind 1 myſelf 
ſerve the law of God ; but with the fleſh, 
the law of fin. 


CHAP, VIII,

Becauſe the carnal mind is enmity a- 
God: for it is not ſubject to the law 
of God, neither indeed can be. 

8 So then they that are in the fleſh can» 
not pleaſe God. 

9 But ye are not in the fleſh, but in the 

Spirit, if ſo be that the Spirit of God dwe 

in you. now if any man have notthe Spi- 

rit of Chriſt, he is none of his. 

10 And if Chriſt be in you, the v3 3 « 
dea i becauſe of fin, but Spirit is life 
becauſe of ri hteouſneſs. 

11 But if the $pirit of him that raiſed up 
Jeſus from the dead dwell in you, he that 
raiſed up Chriſt from the dead ſhall alſo 

uicken your mortal bodies by his Spirit 
at dwelleth in you. 

12 Therefore, brethren, we are debters, 
not to the fleſh, to live aſter the fleſh. 

13 For if ye live after the fleſh, ye ſhall 
die: but if ye th h the Spirit do mor- 
tify the deeds of the body, ye ſhall live. 

14 For as any 6s are led by the Spirit 
of Gad, they are the ſoas of God. 

15 For ye have not received the ſpirit 


of bondage again to fear; but ye have re - 
— Spirit of adoption, whereby we 


cry, Abba, Father. k 
16 The Spirit itſelf beareth witneſs with 

our ſpirit that we are the children of Go1, 
17 And if children, then heirs ; heirs of 

God, and joint-heirs with Chritt : it = 


are ſaved by bope. 
chat we ſuffer with bim, that we may be 
alſo p lotiſieu together. 

18 For I reckon that the ſufferings of 
this preſent time are not worthy to be com- 
pare with the glory which be re- 
vealed in us. 

19 For the earneſt expectation of the 

ture waiteth for the manifeſtation of 

e ſons of God. 

20 For the creature was made ſubject to 

vanity, not willingly, but by reaſon of him 
who hath ſubjected the ſame in pe : 
21 Becauſe the creature itielf alſo ſhall 
be delivered from the bondage of corrup- 
tion into the glorious liberty of the child- 
ren of Go1 


22 For we know that the whole creation 
groaneth and travaileth in pain together 
until now : 

23 And not only th, but ourſelves alſo 
which have the firſt-fruits of the Spirit, 
even we ourſelves groan within our ſelves, 
waiting for the adoption, to wwi!, the re- 
demption of our body. 

24 For weare ſaved by hope. but hope 
that is ſeen is not hope: for what a man 
ſeeth why doth he yet hope for? 

25 But if we hope for that we ſee not, 
then do we with patience wait for it. 

26 Likewiſe the Spirit alſo helpeth our 
infirmities. for we know not what we 
ſhould pray for as we ought : but the Spi- 
rit itſelf maketh interceſhion for us with 

roanings which cannot be uttered. 

27 And he that ſearcheth the hearts 
knoweth what is the mind of the Spirit, 
becauſe he maketh interceſſion tor the ſaints 
according to the will of God. 

28 And we know that all things work 
together for good to them that love God, 
to them who are the called according to 
Bis purpoſe. 

29 For whom he did foreknow, he alſo 
did predeſtinate to be conformed to the 
image of his Son, that he might be the 
firſt-born among many brethren. 

30 Moreover, whom he did predeſtinate, 
them he alſo called : and whom he called, 
them he alſo juſtified : and whom he juſti- 
fied, them he alſo glorified. 

31 What ſhall we then ſay to theſe things? 
If God be for us, wio can be againſt us 

2 He that ſprred not his own Son, but 
delivered him up for us all, how ſhall he 
not with him alſo freely give us all things ? 

33 Who ſhall lay any thing to the charge 
of God's ele ? It 5 God that juſtifieth : 

* 34 Who is he that condemneth ? 7/ is 
Chriſt that died, yea rather that is riſen 
n, who is even at the right hand of 
„who alſo maketh interceſſion for us. 
Who ſh-11 ſeparate us from the love 
of Chriit ? all tribulation ? or diſtreſs? or 
ſecution ? or famine ? or nakedneſs ? or 

il ? or ſword ? 

39 As it is written, For thy ſake we are 
killed all the day long ; we are accounted 
as mow for the ſlaughter. 

37 Nay in all theſe things we are more 
than conquerers through him that loved us. 

38 For I am perſwaded that neither 
death, nor life, nor angels, nor principali- 

ties, nor powers, nor preſent, nor 
Etings to come, 
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Paul's forroev for the ot. 


39 Nor height, nor depth, nor any other 
creature ſhall be able to ſeparate us from 
the love of God which is ia Chriſt Jeſus 


our Lord, 

CHAP, IX.

8 That is, They which are the children 
of the fleth, theſe are not the children of 
God: but the children of the promiſe are 
counted for the ſee 1. : 

9 For this is the word of promiſe. At this 
time will ] come, and Sara ſhall have 2 ton.

16 So then if is not of him that willeth, 
nor of him that runneth, but of God tht

17 For the ſcripture ſaith unto Pharaoh, 
Even for this ſame Sn ſe have I rated 
thee up that I might ſhew my power in 
thee, and that wy name might be de-lar- 
ed throughout all the earth. 

18 Therefore hath he mercy on whom 
he will bawe mercy, and whom he will he 
hardeneth, ; 

9 Thou wilt fay then unto me, Why 
doth he yet find fault ? for who hath re- 
fiſted his will ? 

20 Nay but, O man, who art thou that 
replieſt againſt God ? ſhall the thing fora- 
ed ſay unto him that formed it, Why haſt 
thou made me thus? 

21 Hath not the potter power over the 
clay, of the ſame lump to make one veel

mato honour, and another unto diſkonour ? 

22 What if God, willing to ſhew his 
wrath, and to make his power known, en- 
dured with much long ſuffering the veſſels 
of wrath fitted to deſtruction : 

23 And that he might make known the 
riches of his glory ou the veſſels of mercy, 
which he had afore prepared unto glory ? 

24 Even us, whom he hath called, not 
of the Jews only, but alſo of the Gentiles. 

25 As he faith alto in Oſee, I will call 
themMy FRIED were not my people;

lace where it was faid unto them, Ye are 
not my —＋ there ſhall they be called 
The children of the living God. 

27 Eſaias allo crieth concerning Iſrael, 
Though the number of the children of Iſ- 
rael be as the ſand of the fea, a remnant 
ſhall be ſaved. f 

28 For he will finiſh the work, and cut 
it ſhort in righteouſneſs : becauſe a ſhort 
work will the Lord make upon the earth. 

29 And as Efaias ſaid before, Except the 
Lord of ſabaoth had left us a ſeed, we had 
been as Sodoma, and been made like unto 
Gomorrha. 

zo What ſhall we ſay then? That the 
Gentiles, which followed not after righte- 
ouſneſs, have attained to righteouſuels 
even the righteouſneſs which is of faith : 

31 But lirael, which followed after the 
law of righteouſneſs, hath not attained to 
the law of righteouineſs. 

32 Wherefore ? Becauſe thy ſought if 
not by faith, but as it were by the works 
of the law. for they ſtumbled at that 
Numbling-ſtone ; 

33 As it is written, Behold, I lay in Sion 
a ſtumbling-ſtone and rock of offence : 
and whoſoever believeth on him ſhall not 
be aſhamed.
